GREAT ARTISTIC SUCCESS 


Opera-going Atlanta yielded to sleep 
Monday night (or more _ correctly 
speaking, Tuesday morning) with im- 
agination still reeking with the atmos- 
phere of Egypt—the rich panorama of 
colors in the staging of “Aida” in their 
mind’s eye, and the typical rhythm of 
the worship music or the pomp of the 
triumph yet ringing in thtir ears. And 
so full were they the next morning of 
the same theme that they seemed only 
to waken when transported by Puccini 
into Bohemia. 

It is the true life of Bohemia the| 
Story pictures, but with all the sub- 
tlety of the French writer in whose 
hands glaring truth can be made beau- 
tiful with the glaze of sentiment, 
while conventionality is usually only 
stupid. And Puccin!, whose strength 
lies in sentiment, found in “La Bo-| 
heme” most congenial opportunity.

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CASHIER OF BANK | 
SHOOTS HIMSELF 


W. J. Galloway, of Collins, Ga., 
Fatally Wounded--Accounts 
Reported All Right. 


Savannah, Ga., April 23.—(Special.)—- 
Fatally wounded with a bullet wound 
in his head, W. J. Galloway, cashier 
of the Bank of Collins, Ga, was 
brought to Savannah today in an ef- 
fort to save his life. The wound was 
self-inflicted, p= 

The bullet, which was from a 38- 
caliber revolver, entered the man’s 
mouth and ranged upward, coming out 
the top of his head. That he was not 
instantly killed is considered almost

When a fowl is sick it {ts far better 
to cure it by the of some simple 
remedy than to give powerful drugs, 
and better still, when you are quite 
sure that the disease of rehead is 
almost always epidemic the sum- 
mer. It is wise, IJ think, to feed them 
1ood, combined with simple remedies 
that will not injure but benefit them. 
So, in advance of the sorehead, 
should have always before them a box, 
about 3 inches deep and as large as 
you need for the number of fowls that 
you have, with fine charcoal (to Keep 
the stomach in order) and sulphur (to 
keep the blood cool and pure) sprin- 
kled over Wheat bran to act in con- 
junction with the sulphur and char- 
coal. That acts also a cooling food 
Now I have followed the above way 
feeding chickens, and have recom- 
mended it in print a number of times, 
and I have never {failed keeping 
sorehead out of my flock or of mitigat- 
ing its severity. when it was pre, 
lent ali around me. To it when 
it attacks the chickens, the three 
remedies suggested above, and anoint 
the head with linseed oil and carbolic 
acid.

Scab in Mountain Sheep. 


(Dillion Wallace, in April Outing.) 

Domestic sheep herds, crowding 
Steadily the higher altitudes and in- 
vading territory visited by mountain 
sheep, have been the direct cause of 
disastrous scab epidemics among the 
latter animals. As early as 1885 it 
was discovered that scab had attacked 
mountain sheep in the Wind river and 
Shoshone mountains, and as a result 
large numbers of the animals died. 
Forty-three carcasses Were counted 
that year on a single mountainside near 
the present site of Red Lodge, Mon- 
tana. In 1895 scab appeared in the 
Big Horn mountains, and as a result 
many died. In 1896 fifteen carcasses 
of mountain sheep, victims of scab, 
were found in a single spot in the Sho- 
shone mountains.
